Nurses near a deal but long term care nurses hold out

Its all or nothing, say Alberta 
nurses, who are on the verge of 
refusing the health authorities 
offer to settle. 

Didsbury area nurse, and local 
union representative, Lois Taylor 
explains that it has been a bit of a 
rollercoaster ride this past week¬ 
end. At one point, it was thought 
that a final agreement had been 
reached between the nurses un¬ 
ion and the health authorities. 

"There was relief the other day 
when we thought we were very 
close to a settlement," Taylor said 
Monday afternoon. 

However, the Long Term Care 
nurses have yet been unable to 
come to an agreement regarding 
their contract. 

And, the nurse' union has said 
that it will require the signatures 
of the long term care nurses to 


hold off an illegal strike situation. 
All the nurse, or none, says the 
union. 

"It's all a conditional contract," 
says Taylor. 

She says she is hopeful that a 
deal can be reached because it has 
been hard on the nurses not know¬ 
ing from day to day. 

The nurses contract expired 
Mar. 31 of this year, and both the 
nurses union and the Provincial 
Health Authority of Alberta 
(PHAA) have been deep in nego¬ 
tiations since. 

The nurses say they are seek¬ 
ing better hours of work and bet¬ 
ter wages. 

Taylor says she believes the 
general nurses are close enough 
to deal, but if no deal can be 
reached with the long term care 
nurses, there is still a possibility 
of an illegal strike. 


The PHAA has taken action to 
stop any strike action through the 
justice system indicating that they 
believe the strike is very illegal. 
Premier Ralph Klein had indi¬ 
cated that he expected to levee 
fines against the nurses union if 
they continued to go ahead with 
any vote. 

Taylor says she is anxious to 
find out if the ride can be stopped, 
and it is a minute to minute and 
hour to hour issue. She is regu¬ 
larly receiving memos from the 
UNA and trying to keep up to 
date. 

In the meantime, the local 
health authority has braced itself 
for the possibility of no agree¬ 
ment. 

A press release was issued late 
in the week by Regional Health 
Authority Five indicating the 
plans, but was pulled from press 


Monday morning because there 
was concern stating, "Due to bar¬ 
gaining that took place over the 
weekend, the information... is no 
longer current. Thank you foryour 
understanding, as this a sensitive 
issue and we do not want to jeop¬ 
ardize the situation." 

Taylor says what is really in 
jeopardy is the nursing profes¬ 
sion. She says one of the reasons 
the nurses are fighting for more 
money is that, "There is a nursing 
shortage and it is needed to at¬ 
tract more people into the nurs¬ 
ing field." 

She says that she believes that 
the deal offered to the nurses is 
fair, but she and her fellow nurses 
will stand behind the long term 
care nurses if they make the deci¬ 
sion to refuse the PHAA's offer. 

Taylor added that she is hope¬ 
ful it will come to a resolve, so that 


nurses can continue to work, and 
patients will remain safe. 

An information recording for 
the health authority stated that 
in the event of any action taken by 
nurses, the Didsbury hospital 
emergency would be closed, and 
patients referred to the hospital 
in Olds for the duration of the 
disagreement. 

But, Taylor says she hopes it 
won't have to come to that point, 
if long term care nurses and the 
PHAA work together to come to 
an agreement. 

She also noted that most of the 
patients at the Didsbury hospital 
haven't said much about the dis¬ 
pute, and she feels that the other 
staff in the hospital are fairly sup¬ 
portive of the nurses fight despite 
their own concerns over lost hours 
of work if the hospital were 
essenitally closed.

Chequing account forbid¬ 
den 

Didsbury businessman Frank 
O'Brien was sentenced to a year's 
probation and given a $1,000 
fine after pleading guilty to writ¬ 
ing a non-sufficient funds 
cheque. 

O'Brien, 58, wrote the bad 
cheque at the Golden West Mo¬ 
tor Inn in Carstairs and subse¬ 
quently was charged with fraud. 

He pleaded guilty to the 
charge before Judge Sandra 
Hamilton in Didsbury provin¬ 
cial court on May 10. 

Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott recommended O'Brien be 
given a fine and probation, as 
opposed to a jail term. 

"We're sick of putting him in 
jail and paying $100 a day to 
feed him when it's doing no good,” 
Elliott said. 

The accused's extensive crimi¬ 
nal record, including previous 
convictions for fraud, dates from 
1959, court heard. 

O'Brien has made restitution 
to the Inn for the $250 NSF 
cheque. 

In addition to probation and 
the fine, Judge Hamilton also 
ordered O'Brien not to open or 
operate a chequing account in 


his name or in the name of his 
business. The fine must be paid 
by Sept. 30. 

Guardianship sought 

A 67-year-old man charged 
after a Didsbury woman was 
stabbed April 21 remains in cus¬ 
tody pending a show cause or 
bail hearing next week. 

The defendant was in court 
last Wednesday on various 
charges, including aggravated 
assault, assault of a peace of¬ 
ficer, and assault with a weapon. 

The victim received non-life 
threatening injuries. 

During his arrest the accused 
is also alleged to have struck an 
officer in the face, giving rise to 
the assault on peace officer 
charge. 

Attorney Brian Forestell in¬ 
formed the court the defendant 
is a dependent adult and perma¬ 
nent guardianship is now being 
sought for him. 

Forestell said efforts are be¬ 
ing made to find a place to house 
the man, who remains in cus¬ 
tody. 

Robert Allon Moody of Dids¬ 
bury will be back in court June 
23 for show cause. 

Alcohol prohibited 

Dale McDonald, 21, of Dids¬ 


bury received 18 months proba¬ 
tion and a $500 fine Wednesday 
after pleading guilty to three 
charges: uttering threats of bod¬ 
ily harm, property mischief 
(damage) and assault. 

On Nov. 9, 1998 McDonald 
was involved in an altercation 
with his girlfriend at the time. 
After consuming approximately 
10 beer, McDonald had a "shov¬ 
ing match" with the woman 
which ended in her receiving a 
bruised nose. 

He told the girl he was "going 
to kill her" or have his "friends 
kill her." 

McDonald was also sentenced 
for an incident that occurred on 
Nov. 25,1998 when he set fire to 
a garbage can in the Didsbury 
Post Office, resulting in the 
Didsbury Fire Department hav¬ 
ing to respond to the scene. 

"You're supposed to be a man, 
so stop acting like a child," said 
Judge Hamilton. "It's time you 


grew up. 

In addition to his probation 
and fine, McDonald was ordered 
to refrain from consuming alco¬ 
hol or any illicit drugs. As well, 
McDonald was ordered not to 
have any association with any¬ 
one not approved in writing hy 
his probation officer. 

McDonald was also ordered 
to pay a $50 victim fine sur¬ 
charge.

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Calgary woman convicted in 
Carstairs stabbing incident

A 19-year-old Calgary woman 
has been convicted of using a 
broken beer bottle to repeatedly 
stab another woman outside a 
Carstairs bar on Oct. 17, 1998. 

The defendant's trial was held 
before Judge Sandra Hamilton 
in Didsbury provincial court 
last Wednesday. 

The 19-year-old victim, also 
from Calgary, testified the de¬ 
fendant grabbed her around the 
neck, threw her to the ground, 
and then stabbed her arm, hip, 
ribcage and leg. 

"I pulled my hands up and 
saw blood and started scream¬ 
ing," she said. 

The defendant testified she 
hit the victim with the bottle, 


but "I didn't know I was cutting 
her." 

The victim received non-life 
threatening puncture wounds. 

The women were part of two 
larger groups of individuals in¬ 
volved in a heated argument at 
the bar over a mutual acquaint¬ 
ance, court heard. 

In closing arguments, de¬ 
fence lawyer Mark Walters said 
the defendant was acting in self- 
defence. 

"She had no choice but to 
defend herself," said Walters. 
"She had no alternative but to 
use what she had." 

Judge Hamilton rejected 
that argument, saying the de¬ 
fendant could have escaped 
from the area before the con¬ 


frontation. 

"She (the defendant) was 
clearly using the beer bottle as 
a weapon," said Hamilton. 

The judge found the defend¬ 
ant guilty on both charges of 
assault with a weapon and 
assault causing bodily harm. 

Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott said the court should 
consider a "very serious pen¬ 
alty" for the defendant. 

The judge then ordered a 
pre-sentence report, which will 
provide background informa¬ 
tion on the defendant that may 
be relevant to sentencing. That 
report will be prepared by pro¬ 
bation officials. 

Tasha Vadeboncoeur, 19, 
will be sentenced Aug. 12. 


Fundraiser

On Sunday morning, a crew 
was clearing away the remnants 
of the party on Saturday night. 
They had left the parking lot to 
return a borrowed barbecue, and 
when they returned they found 
that $600 worth of alcohol had 
been stolen out of the truck the 
left over alcohol had been stored 
in. 

"It makes us mad," says 
Hunter noting that the dollar 
value of the stolen booze will 
hurt the bottom line of the event.

The team was raising money to 
go to the National Finals base¬ 
ball tournament in Eastern 
Canada. 

"$600 isn't ours any more," 
she says. 

Hunter notes that members 
of the clean up crew had noticed 
three men wandering and driv¬ 
ing around the site, but thought 
nothing of it. That is, until they 
realized it was likely those cul¬ 
prits who had stolen the alco¬ 
hol. 

Charged with theft under 
$5000 is Timothy Richard Bell, 
20, of Didsbury. Two other sus¬ 
pects have been dealt with re¬ 
garding the liquor theft, but 
have not been charged. 

Hunter says that although 
the theft was frustrating, the 
event itself was very successful 
with about 220 people coming 
out to enjoy the luscious meal of 
steak and lobster. 


Roberts ordered to stand trial 
in shooting death of oilman

Olds-area landowner Eifion Wyn (Wayne) Roberts has been ordered to stand trial for first- 
degree murder in the shooting death of Calgary oil executive Patrick Kent. 

Kent, 42, was shot dead at a rural property northwest of Olds on Oct. 3, 1998. Police said 
at the time that the deceased was working on land in and around a well site when he was 
killed. 

Roberts' six-day preliminary hearing was held in Didsbury provincial court, starting in 
March. 

Provincial court Judge Sharon Van de Veen ruled in the case on Friday, ordering the 
accused to trial. 

Defence lawyer Balford Der had asked the judge to reduce the charge to second degree 
murder. 

A publication ban prohibits reporting on testimony or evidence presented at the hearing. 

Kent's family attended the preliminary inquiry. They declined to comment on the case. 

Roberts will be back in court in July for arraignment, at which time he will be asked to 
enter a plea. 

His trial in Court of Queen's Bench may not be held until sometime in 2000. 

If convicted of first degree murder, the 54-year-old Roberts could spend 25 years in prison 
before being eligible for parole. 

He remains in custody pending trial. 


Change of heart at council regarding airport

Many of the town councillors 
who voted last month to cut ofT 
their grant to the Olds/Dids- 
bury Airport in return for fund¬ 
ing a project shortfall, have had 
a change of heart. 

Debate circled around a cost 
overrun of a runway extension 
project taken on at the airport, 
and the town's responsibility to 
cover the overrun, which has 
now been tallied at $30,096. 
Councillors, at their last meet¬ 
ing voted to cover a portion of 
the overrun, but to withhold 
the annual grant to the airport, 
in the amount of $2333, until 
the amount the town was forced 
to cover was paid off. 

Last week that motion was 
rescinded by council, which once 
again sparked debate over the 
operation of the airport and its 
financial situation. 

Cheryl Dahl said that al¬ 
though she voted in favor of 
withholding the towns grant in 
return for covering the short¬ 
fall said she had spent some 
time thinking about the issue 
and talking to other residents. 

"I really don't know how the 


airport would manage if the 
grant were cut off," she said. 
Dahl added that if the towns of 
Olds and Didsbury, who jointly 
own the facility, ever expect it to 
become a self-sufficient opera¬ 
tion there had to be some sup¬ 
port from the municipalities. 

She added that she is con¬ 
cerned that taxpayer dollars are 
being spent on the airport in 
such large sums. 

Coun. Judy Kaupp said, "I 
think we have a responsibility 
to pay this... Both of the towns 
have to accept some responsibil¬ 
ity for the shape the airport is in 
now." 

She says that recognizes that 
tax dollars are being spent on 
running the airport, but said 
the towns made that decision 
when they decided to purchase 
it, and should live up to their 
commitment, which pulling 
their annual grant would not 
do. She said part of the reason 
she believed the town should 
pay towards the project was 
because it was partially their 
own fault for letting the airport 
commission run without a 
sound business plan. 


Kaupp pointed out that the 
two members at large that are 
appointed by council, were both 
flying club members. Those 
members had a "conflict of inter¬ 
est," she said and understood 
why the airport's books were in 
bad shape. 

"Basically the Flying Club 
has been running the airport, 
and not the commission, and 
that's bad business," said Kaupp. 
She pointed to items like the 
lease rates that were being set 
by the commission, which con¬ 
sisted of flying club members, 
and were far too low. 

Many of the councillors 
agreed that this was one of the 
mqjor problems that stood in 
the way of having a profitable 
airport. 

Coun. Gord Quantz, who is 
council’s representative on the 
commission assured council that 
there was a push to have a 
lawyer, instead of the commis¬ 
sion, draw up an equitable lease 
to avoid any conflict of interest. 

Mayor Ray Lea agreed, "That 
has got to be worked on," he said 
adding that it should be user- 
pay instead of being indirectly 


subsidized when the rates are 
kept low and the towns con¬ 
tinue to put forward their yearly 
grant. 

To address this specific is¬ 
sue, Kaupp put forward a mo¬ 
tion that any future appoint¬ 
ments of airport commission rep¬ 
resentatives would not also he 
members of the flying club. The 
motion was carried unanimously 
and debate continued regarding 
the future funding of the air¬ 
port. 

Coun. Gary Dolha, who has 
long maintained that he is 
against the town spending any 
money on an airport, said that 
he was sick and tired of being 
told that the facility would even¬ 
tually be able to run on its own. 

"Nine years I've been here, 
and that's all I've heard," he 
said. "I just don't agree with 
Town of Didsbury taxpayers 
contributing funds towards an 
airport." He acknowledged that 
the lease problem was a signifi¬ 
cant one, and put another mo¬ 
tion on the floor that directs the 
chief administrative officers of 
each of the towns to confer and 
come back to each council table 


with a concrete method of "solv¬ 
ing the lease fiasco." That mo¬ 
tion was also unanimously car¬ 
ried. 

Coun. Peter Versulys who 
voted last month to withhold 
the grant in return for covering 
the project overrun, said that 
he had also taken time to speak 
to a number of residents and 
airport commission members. 
He said that he now felt confi¬ 
dent that the commission was 
working very hard towards 
making the facility self-sufficient 
and would be willing to rescind 
the motion and cover the deficit 
on this occasion only. 

With the close of the discus¬ 
sion, a motion was made to 
rescind the council's previous 
decision to deduct the airport's 
annual grant in return for cov¬ 
ering the cost overrun. The 
motion was carried with Coun. 
Dolha opposed. A subsequent 
motion was put on the table 
that the Town of Didsbury com¬ 
mit $7502.43 in 1999 for the 
runway expansion cost over¬ 
run. This motion was also car¬ 
ried, but Coun. Dolha and Dahl 
were opposed. 
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In the face of tragedy 

The sirens sound, and the emer¬ 
gency personnel arrive on the scene 
of accident. Maybe it is a car acci¬ 
dent, maybe a plane accident, maybe 
a pedestrian. 

Then we arrive on the scene. We 
are the media. We have a duty to be 
there covering your community. 
We are the brunt of your disrespect 
and your anger. You may think we 
are unfeeling and cold-hearted, but 
there is a reason for our presence. 
Often, I believe, journalists take 
the brunt of the fury when people react at a scene of the 
accident, simply because there is an overwhelming amount of 
emotion, likely frustration, and we are the only ones on the 
scene you feel justified attacking. The emergency personnel 
are there only to help, and the bystanders are silently 
blending in to the background. 

The other evening an unfortunate accident occurred in 
Didsbury. I heard the call, and went to the scene. As we 
approached the scene I did not feel excited, I did not feel an 
adrenaline rush, I did not feel that there was a great picture 
awaiting me. Instead, when I arrived on the scene I felt sick 
to my stomach. 1 worried that it was someone that I knew, 
and didn't know if I could bear to see anyone in pain. My arms 
shook, and my heart raced. I couldn't do it. I just couldn't do 
it. 

Luckily, another reporter on the scene has more of a 
journalistic instinct than I, and said she would take the 
picture. I waited on the sidewalk and paced back and forth. 

I did not wonder how my picture was going to turn out, nor 
did I wonder if I could meet deadline, instead I prayed for the 
victim, and I prayed for the family. 

In speaking to another journalist who arrived on scene 
shortly after I did, I discovered that she had been accosted by 
someone telling her that she was disgusting for taking photos 
after the scene had been cleared. 

1 don't ask anyone to feel sorry for reporters, but I offer this 
thought. 

We are paid to be at the scene, whether or not we like it, 
and we usually don't. Those people at the scene, the bystand¬ 
ers, who glanced dirty looks at those who were taking 
photographs were not there out of duty. So, why were they 
there? Morbid curiosity? 

Journalism is about reporting what happens in my com¬ 
munity, and I assure you that if we hadn’t gone to the scene, 
hadn't covered the incident there would have been reams of 
phone calls last week asking why we would ignore such an 
obvious event. Perhaps it would have been the same people 
that waited anxiously for the newspaper to come out last 
Wednesday morning so that they could see what happened, 
and then proceed condemn us for being there. 

This is a subject that touches small town journalists in a 
different way. When a big accident happens here or in the city 
and the big city reporters put their microphones in people's 
faces and snap two rolls of photographs, they can go home 
and detach. 

We must look everyone in the face tomorrow as we go buy 
our groceries among our community, and as we attend 
another event, or as we sit in our office. 

We too mourn for, and feel the tragedy in our community, 
because it is ours and we love it dearly. 

I know that the discussion in our office when a touchy 
subject is at hand is not one of go get the story, but rather one 
of how we handle the story to satisfy our subscribers natural 
curiosity while still maintaining a respectable presence among 
our friends, our community. 

“Can I be a citizen of my community and a journalist toot 
/ think so. And I can care about the outcome instead of 
pretending I don't.”

The Wild Rose Report

The House of Commons is 
expected to rise for the summer 
recess two weeks earlier than 
anticipated. Although Members 
of Parliament are anxious to get 
back to their ridings to enjoy 
the summer festivities with fam¬ 
ily and constituents, our first 
priority should be to pass any 
outstanding pieces of legisla¬ 
tion before heading home. Un¬ 
fortunately, the Liberal govern¬ 
ment does not share this senti¬ 
ment. 

In the government's haste to 
clear the decks for an early re¬ 
cess, the new drunk-driving laws 
introduced in the House of Com¬ 
mons on June 4 may not be 
passed. 

In mid-May, an all party jus¬ 
tice sub-committee on impaired 
driving provided the Justice 
Minister with unanimous draft 
proposals that declared war on 
drunk drivers. The recommen¬ 
dations were aimed at arming 
police with better enforcement 
tools and thumping repeat of¬ 
fenders with a combination of 
mandatory fines and licence 
suspensions. In an unprec¬ 
edented procedural move, the 
Justice Minister adopted the 
proposals and introduced them 
as government-legislation. 

The move to toughen the 
drunk driving laws started in 
1996 with a private members 
bill from Reform MP Dick 
Harris. The Reform bill was so 
popular among backbenchers of 
all parties with the exception of 
the Bloc that it was resurrected 
by the Commons as a motion 
after the 1997 election. As a 
result of the motion, the Justice 
Committee was ordered in late 
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1997 to draft amendments. 

During the six weeks of hear¬ 
ings last February and March, 
the Committee heard from po¬ 
lice, criminal defence lawyers, 
several provincial attorney gen¬ 
erals and Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving (MADD) who 
all agreed stifier measures were 
required. Repeatedly, the MPs 
heard that many drunk drivers 
are repeat offenders who are not 
scared off by existing penalties. 

The bill places more empha¬ 
sis on deterrence than what is 
now found in the Criminal Code. 
It expands police officers' ability 
to get breathalyser samples, 
doubles the maximum five-year 
sentence for drivers who flee the 
scene of an accident and im¬ 
poses a three-year driving ban, 
up from three months. The most 
important amendment, how¬ 
ever, is that when a drunk¬ 
driving accident results in 
death, judges will have the dis¬ 
cretion to impose life sentences, 


the same sweeping - but rarely 
used - penalty for manslaugh¬ 
ter. Currently, impaired drivers 
face only up to 14 years in prison. 

Originally, all parties prom¬ 
ised unanimous consent to fast- 
track the legislation before the 
summer recess. The Bloc how¬ 
ever reneged on that promise. 
The Bloc is withholding con¬ 
sent until the life-imprisonment 
provision is dropped while the 
Tories are threatening to with¬ 
hold consent if the provision is 
dropped as demanded by the 
Bloc. 

The House of Commons 
should sit until the drunk-driv¬ 
ing legislation is passed. Pass¬ 
ing this bill would be a wonder¬ 
ful way to end the session before 
summer and a good gift to the 
Canadian public at large. Cana¬ 
dians deserve the safety benefit 
of this law particularly during 
this family-holiday season where 
traffic increases and so do drunk 
drivers on our roads!

Beware of faulty 
shingles 

Dear Editor, 

This letter will hopefully guard the citizens of Didsbury 
from the actions of shingle manufacturers that sell custom¬ 
ers shingle jobs on their homes and have no intention of 
abiding by their own warranty. 

In 1989, due to a bad hail storm, I had to get my house 
reshingled. I contacted a local roof shingler and he talked 
me into using fibreglass shingles, saying they would last 
longer than ashphalt. I went for it, and they put on a 25 
year warranty for fibreglass shingles. They were installed 
in August 1989. 

Two months later, we had a high northwest wind and all 
the shingles on the northwest side of the house lifted. They 
never stuck down. This, after two months of hot weather. I 
could not get the original installer to come back and retab 
the shingles. 

The insurance company hired another shingler to come 
back and he retabbed the north side of the house and car¬ 
port for $160. 

This past winter we had another wind storm and the shin¬ 
gles blew off the south side of the house. I had a shingler 
replace the shingles. While up on the roof he said the fibre- 
glass shingles on the south side of the house were about 
shot and should be replaced. 

I searched around and found a supplier of the fibreglass 
shingles in question. They would not even come out from 
Calgary to check the shingles. They said they were only sell¬ 
ing the brand in question for four years and, as they did 
not sell me the shingles, they would do nothing. 

They did give me the address of the manufacturer. They 
had me send two complete shingles, photos of the roof, and 
of the shingles cupped. The postage was $20. 

They sent me a letter back saying the shingles would still 
shed water. Never mind that the cosmetic view from the 
street was looking like a dog s breakfast. I was told by my 
insurance agent to get in touch with the consumer and cor¬ 
porate affairs in Edmonton, which I did. 

After asking me a bunch of questions he asked where 
these shingles were manufactured. I told him I understood 
they came from the United States. He said he couldn't help 
me because their juristiction ends at the Alberta border. 
Alberta must have given them a license to conduct busi¬ 
ness in this province. 

I ask Premier Ralph Klein to inform the manufacturer 
of fibreglass shingles to honour the warranty they give, or 
no license will be given. 

Fellow Didsburians, be smart. Do not let any contractor 
talk you into fibreglass shingles. They simply will not stand 
up in our cold climate. Buy Canadian roofing material. They 
owe me 15 and a half years warranty. The way things stand 
now I will get nothing. 

Free trade with the US, they can stick it. Canada always 
seems to get the short end of the stick.

AARN’s stand on the strike 


Dear Editor, 

In recent months, and particu¬ 
larly in recent weeks, your read¬ 
ers have heard increasing media 
coverage about the deteriorating 
contact negotations between the 
United Nurses of Alberta and the 
Provincial Health Authorities of 
Alberta. 

Almost everyone agrees that 
job action by about 17,000 union¬ 
ized nurses, mostly in hospitals, 
would have a crippling effect on 
the level of health care in the 
province. 

The Alberta Association of 
Registered Nurses (AARN) is the 
professional regulatory body rep¬ 
resenting 23,500 Alberta RNs, 
union and non-union. 

The AARN is not involved in 
negotiating nor does it speak on 
behalf of the union or employers. 
We are first and foremost con¬ 
cerned about patient care and 
safety. 


Contrary to many media re¬ 
ports, registered nurses are fun¬ 
damentally concerned with caring 
for their patients. Many nurses 
call us everyday and tell us they 
are distraught, exhausted, and 
emotionally divided between pa¬ 
tient care and job action to im¬ 
prove the quality of the health 
care system. 

We have heard from the UNA 
that some nurses will remain on 
the job to handle emergencies or 
to continue to care for the most 
sick and vulnerable. 

We encourage nurses to do 
what they can to safeguard the 
health and safety of patients dur¬ 
ing the course of job action. 

What is the AARN position on 
the dispute? We support actions 
that contribute to a stronger pub¬ 
lic health care system. Specifically 
we support: 

*the collective bargaining proc¬ 
ess including the legal right to 


strike with essential services leg¬ 
islation that allows for essential 
coverage during a strike to be ne¬ 
gotiated prior to bargaining. 
(Only Alberta, Ontario, and PEI 
restrict a nurse’s right to strike) 
•resolution without job action 
•more front-line nurse manag¬ 
ers to provide administrative sup¬ 
port around the clock for staff 
nurses 

•the hiring of more permanent 
full and part-time front-line RNs 
and less reliance on casual nurses 
*an immediate improvement 
to the working conditions of 
nurses. 

The AARN is responsible for 
providing safe, competent and 
ethical nursing care in this prov¬ 
ince. With this mandate in mind, 
we urge both sides to resolve this 
dispute as soon as possible.

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Don't ignore the facts of the Estey report 


Dear Editor, 

It was with little surprise 
that I read in Ken Larsen's let¬ 
ter to the editor that he doesn't 
like the Estey Report on Grain 
Transportation the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment may finally implement. 
Ken, as you know, is a diehard 
CWB and Prairie Wheat Pools 
supporter and anything that 
threatens the happy partner¬ 
ship they presently have with 
we poor uninformed farmers is 
bad. He is perfectly free to feel 
that way, but not to ignore the 
facts and parrot false ones made 
up by other organizations who 
have their own interests at 
heart, and not those of the farm¬ 
ers they supposedly serve. 

The prime criticism levelled 
at Justice Estey's report has all 
come from the Agripolitical Left, 
the NFU, the CFA, etc., as well 
as the CWB and certain grain 
companies. They represent prob¬ 
ably about 25% of all the grain 
grown on the prairies at most. 
Support for the report comes 
from virtually every commodity 
organization around, such as 
the WBGA, the WCWGA, the 
ABC, the Canola producers, etc., 
who represent the bulk of the 
grain that uses the transporta¬ 
tion system. Everyone has had 
more than 25 years to study the 
problem again and again, and in 
the last go around, the Estey 
study, everyone and their dog 
got their two cents in. The gov¬ 
ernment was hoping for a con¬ 
sensus among all farmers and 
industry players involved. There 
was no way in God's earth this 
could happen, because big time 
power is at stake. 

Farmers want to stop paying 
for bad service, but to make that 
happen, the responsibility for 
getting grain to the coast has to 
be passed down to the elevator 


companies and grain shippers. 
You can understand why they 
would prefer that farmers keep 
paying the bills when ships sit 
around for weeks waiting to be 
loaded rather than them pay¬ 
ing, but who but the grain com¬ 
panies and shippers moves 
enough product to lean on their 
own terminals for having the 
wrong grain in storage, etc.? 
The core of the Estey report is 
that grain companies would buy 
grain directly from farmers and 
re-sell it to the CWB at port, 
sending only the grain that the 
CWB has sold to port. How they 
get it there is their problem, and 
if they send the wrong grain, or 
dirty grain, it costs them money, 
not farmers. Farmers would no 
longer be on the hook paying fill 
the screwup costs until the grain 
leaves the country. The CWB is 
also disinterested in this change, 
because they could no longer 
decide which grain companies 
get the grain cars every week, 
and that means giving up power, 
but it also means they will have 
to do a better job calling up the 
right grain at the right time. At 
present, the right grain is only 
there from 52% to at best 80% of 
the time. Vancouver’s port has 
the ability to load ships at a rate 
of 30,000 tonnes per day, but 
during the past three crop years 
95% of the ships were loaded at 
the rate of 13,000 tonnes per 
day or less. Thunder Bay is no 
better. The average speed of rail- 
cars going to port and back is 
only about five miles per hour 
(21 day turnaround time - work 
it out yourself). You can't create 
accountability through regula¬ 
tions. In the real world compa¬ 
nies and people won't take risks 
without reward, or responsibil¬ 
ity without a cost to them if they 
don't do the job right.

The thing we must all re¬ 
member is that our transporta¬ 
tion and grain system was never 
designed to be efficient. It was 
designed to be equitable, so eve¬ 
ryone, whether they live in the 
remotest village or right beside 
the terminal got the same chance 
to deliver grain, and those closer 
paid for those further away. It 
was also designed to move raw 
product grains off the prairies, 
and let farmers just grow things 
without having to worry about 
that nasty marketing end of the 
business. Problem was, it didn't 
work. Instead of encouraging 
value-added industry that con¬ 
verted the raw products to more 
refined ones, creating jobs and 
stability in prairie agriculture, 
it encouraged Saskatchewan 
and areas of Alberta and Mani¬ 
toba to get rid of their cattle 
herds and livestock industries, 
break up everything in sight 
and grow cheap grain for the 
rest of the world and the coun¬ 
try to process and sell back to 
us. It encouraged farmers dis¬ 
tant to market to grow export 


grains instead of growing things 
that could be sold closer to home. 
It encouraged farmers to give 
up the marketing of their own 
crops and implied we were too 
stupid to do it ourselves. The 
prices may have been bad, but at 
least the neighbour wasn't get¬ 
ting a better price! 

Implementing the Estey re¬ 
port will not solve all of our 
problems in agriculture. The 
report is by no means perfect, 
but is a beginning. Grain freight 


is the biggest single expense 
item most of us have. It is the 
only input that never goes down 
in price - it only goes up. Our 
existing system protects those 
who are in the handling, trans¬ 
portation and marketing of prai¬ 
rie grain from being penalized 
for doing a lousy job. They don't 
go out of business, we farmers 
do. That has to change.

Speed signs 

Speed demons beware. The 
town and the RCMP are watch¬ 
ing very carefully. They have 
completed a comprehensive 
speed zone plan and imple¬ 
mentation started last month. 

"We’ve gone through the 
whole town," says Wes Yeo¬ 
man, town director of engi¬ 
neering and operations. In 
addition to removing speed 
zones that the RCMP felt were 
unnecessary, a number of new 
zones have been posted. Yeo¬ 
man says $3000 has been spent 
on new signage to make resi¬ 
dents aware of the changes.

town to find that two of the 
five plots purchased by his 
grandfather in 1927, had been 
filled with bodies other than 
those of his family. 

Decades ago, other town 
residents were buried in the 
spots owned by Johnson, and 
when he discovered the fault, 
he demanded that the town 
repay him for the mistake by 
giving him three more plots in 
the town cemetery because of 
the inconvenience. 

He indicated in phone dis¬ 
cussions with town representa¬ 
tives that if the town refused 
three additional plots, and only 
offered two, he would demand 
the misplaced residents' bod¬ 
ies be exhumed and moved so 
that he could use the ones 
originally intended for his fam¬ 
ily- 

Yeoman suggested to coun¬ 
cil that they honor Johnson's 
request, because if they fought, 
Johnson could legally take them 
to court, and the century old 
receipt would be used against 
them. Yeoman added, "Really 
all we've lost is a 3 by 6 piece of 
land in a cemetery that has at 
least 30 years of life left." 

Council granted Johnson's 
request and will offer him three 
plots elsewhere in the cemetery. 

Parking lot improvements 

Access to a main parking lot 
downtown will be improved. 
Grant Hemming, who owns Vic¬ 
toria Square Mall on 19 Ave. 
has requested that the town 
approve his request to build a 
sloped entrance off the street to 
allow for easier access. The park¬ 
ing lot east of the mall would 
then have lines painted to allow 
for angle parking only. The en¬ 
trance would then become a 
one-way access and those leav¬ 


ing the parking lot would have 
to exit using the alleyway. 

Councillors approved of the 
changes and the motion to al¬ 
low the renovations was unani¬ 
mously carried. 

Games update 

Coun. Gord Quantz, who is 
also a member of the Alberta 
Senior's Games Committee gave 
an update to his colleagues on 
the progress of the planning for 
the event which will be held in 
Olds and Didsbury on July 25- 
28. "Things are coming into 
shape very well,"' said Quantz. 

Ambulance assistance 

The town will pay for the 
ambulance services at the Dids¬ 
bury fair and rodeo this year, in 
the amount of $200. 

Reserve reality 

The Community Services Ad¬ 
visory Board, who controls the 
Family and Community Sup¬ 
port Services grant dollars over¬ 
expended themselves this year. 
The committee granted a number 
of organizations funds for op¬ 
erations to come to an exactly 
balanced budget. 

However, they forgot to in¬ 
clude in their expenses the costs 


of the chairpersons honorarium 
and another funded item result¬ 
ing in a deficit balance sheet at 
the end of their fiscal year. 

Luckily, said the informa¬ 
tion presented to councillors, 
in previous years the group had 
set aside reserves. Council ap¬ 
proved a transfer of FCSS re¬ 
serves in the amount of $2505 
and into the budget for 1998 to 
make it a balanced document. 

Too much tax 

A local resident has sent a 
letter of complaint to council 
regarding an increase in his 
taxes. The author explained 
that he understood the tax rate 
would remain the same, but 
found that his tax bill was al¬ 
most $ 120 higher than last year. 
"I think taxpayers need an ex¬ 
planation,” said the author of 
the correspondence. 

Campground cash 

The town received word that 
the Rosebud Campground on 
the east edge of town has re¬ 
ceived an $8000 grant from 
the Alberta Sport, Recreation 
and Wildlife Foundation. The 
money will be used to upgrade 
the facilities at the 
campground.

Home Help depends 
on helping hands

It is a symbiotic relationship that is the basis of a non-profit group 
that is attempting to get its feet off the ground in Mountain View 
County. 

There is a need, and there are people who can fill that need while 
achieving something of their own. 

For a little more than a year a group of local volunteers have been 
working to find a way to offer home help services to the elderly. All 
the while, those who are looking for odd jobs to make ends meet could 
be achieving that goal. 

More and more seniors are making the decision to stay at home 
longer. Often, they are quite capable of living at home, if they have 
a helping hand. 

Rev. John Orman who is serving on the nine member board, says 
that there is certainly a need for some type of home help that goes 
beyond what provincially funded Home Care provides. 

"There is a significant number of seniors in our area who could use 
a little extra help," says Orman. 

Linda Simpson, another member of that board adds, "So many 
services have been cut, but people still need to have this stuff done 
to stay safe and comfortable in their home. There really is a need to 
pick-up those loose ends." 

Sometimes those loose ends are things such as weeding the 
garden, running errands, vacuuming the carpet and dusting, cook¬ 
ing a nutritious dinner, or simply for companionship. 

These problems do not impede an elderly resident from staying 
independent, rather they just call for a little help from the commu¬ 
nity. 

The idea of the Home Help Services Association would be to match 
those who could use the help, with those who could use the jobs. 

The board has been struggling to identify how the organization 
would run and be funded, but they know one thing for sure - it is 
needed. 

Two couples in January of 1997 set up a profit business that was 
to allow for these types of services. Due to other commitments, the 
business was subsided. However, Simpson, who was one of those 
entrepreneurs still found that clients would call her for service even 
months after the business was closed. 

"It proved the concept was right," says Orman. 

Simpson recognized that there was certainly a need, so she and 
Joanna James, Orman, Norma Vipond, Anne Farley, Judi Newsome, 
Annie Pringle, Anne Milne and Marion Hemming came together and 
joined hands in the task of finding a system that would work. 

Orman says that in the beginning the association would rely 
heavily on volunteers. A group of individuals is being sought to 
become the coordinating body of the program, that would match 
seniors to helpers. 

In the meantime, the board will be speaking to local community 
groups, such as the Elks, the Royal Purple, the 5-0 Club, and the 
Lions in an attempt to access funding for a paid part-time coordina¬ 
tor. 

A fee would be charged of the senior who would need the service, 
which would funnel through the coordinator, and eventually the 
program would become a self-funding non-profit organization. 

They are looking to be sure that anyone who needs the extra help 
has access to it, no matter where they live. 

"It is intended to be a county service, not just a town service," says 
Orman. 

But, first, the whole system needs to be established, says Orman, 
and that depends on the community. 

It requires a number of volunteers to come forward both to do odd 
jobs, and to coordinate the service. Second, the Association also 
requires the names of those seniors in the community who feel they 
might use such a service once it is established. Those doing jobs 
would eventually be paid for their services.

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

Question: If you were the counselor who was helping 
someone manage a crisis situation, your recommendations to 
exercise tough love could potentially kill the marriage. Doesn't 
that make you nervous? Have you ever regretted taking a family 
in this direction? 

Dr. Dobson: To answer that question you need to under¬ 
stand how I see my situation. My role is similar to that of a 
surgeon who tells a patient that he needs a coronary artery 
bypass operation. The man sits in his doctor's office, hearing the 
probabilities of success and failure. "If you undergo this opera¬ 
tion," the doctor says, "research shows you'll have a 3% chance 
of not surviving the surgery." Wow! Three out of every hundred 
people who submit to the knife will die on the table! Why would 
Einyone run that risk voluntarily? Because of the chances of 
death are far greater without the surgery. 

The "love must be tough" confrontations and ultimatums are 
like that. They may result in the sudden demise of a relationship. 
But without the crisis, there is a much higher probability of a 
lingering death. Instead of bringing the matter to a head while 
there is a chance for healing, the alternative is to stand by while 
the marriage dies with a whimper. I'd rather take my chances 
today, before further damage is done. A blowout is better than a 
slow leak. 


Question: My family lives together under one roof and we 
share the same last name, but we don't "feel" like a family. How can 
I begin to put a sense of togetherness into this harried household? 
How do you put meaningful activities into your family? 

Dr. Dobson: One way to accomplish that is by creating 
traditions in your home. By traditions I'm referring to those 
recurring events and behaviours that are anticipated, especially 
by children, as times of closeness and fellowship between loved 
ones. 

In our family, the centerpiece of our holiday traditions is food. 
Each year during Thanksgiving and Christmas, the women 
prepare marvelous turkey dinners with all the trimmings. An¬ 
other great favorite at that time is a fruit dish called ambrosia, 
containing sectioned oranges and grapes. The family peels the 
grapes together the night before the big day. 

These holidays are wonderful experiences for all of us. There's 
laughter and warm family interaction through the day. We look 
forward to that festive season, not just for the food, but for what 
happens between loved ones who come together on that occa¬ 
sion. 

We also have designated foods on other holidays throughout 
the year. On New Year's Day, for reasons which I cannot 
explain, we enjoy a Southern meal of pinto beans cooked at least 
eight hours with large chunks of lean ham, served with cornbread 
and little onions. It's so good! For many years we invited 30 or 
more friends to our home on July 4th and served them barbecued 
hamburgers and baked beans. This became a prelude to the 
fireworks display, and much fun and laughter. 

There are many other traditions. Immediately prior to the 
Thanksgiving dinner, each person is given two kernels of Indian 
corn to symbolize the blessings he or she is most thankful for 
that year. A basket is passed, and every member drops in the 
corn while sharing his or her two richest blessings from God 
during that year. Our expressions of thankfulness inevitably 
involve people - children, grandparents and other loved ones. As 
the basket moves around the table, tears of appreciation and love 
are evident on many faces. It is one of the most beautiful 
moments of the year. 

The great value of traditions is that they give a family sense 
of identity and belonging. All of us desperately need to feel that 
we re not just part of a busy cluster of people living together in 
a house, but that we re a living, breathing family conscious of 
our uniqueness, our character and our heritage. That feeling is 
the only antidote for the loneliness and isolation that character¬ 
ize so many homes today.

it’s not a game

When I was raising young 
children the TV program of 
choice was Sesame Street. One 
of my kids' favourite Sesame 
Street games has been running 
through my mind lately. I'm 
sure it will twig memories for all 
you Sesame Street fans. The 
game began with a little song, 
"Two of these things belong to¬ 
gether. Two of these things are 
kind of the same. One of these 
things just doesn't belong here. 
Now it’s time to play our game, 
time to play our game ..." From 
there the announcer would de¬ 
scribe three items, the object 
being to help children differenti¬ 
ate. Good game! Well, I’d like to 
try a 1999 version of the old 


Sesame Street game with you. 
"It's time to play our game ..." 
These are things that children 
love to do and are meant to 
enjoy: 1. sit on mom or dad's 
knee and listen to a story com¬ 
plete with pictures and sound 
effects; 2. play in a sandbox with 
toys and other children on a 
sunny afternoon; 3. pose naked 
in front of cameras so that 
"grown-ups" can "imagine" ... 

Well, by now you've clued in 
that I've taken a facetious slant 
on a very serious topic. The 
recent ruling of BC Supreme 
Court Judge Duncan Shaw up¬ 
holding a person's right to pos¬ 
sess child pornography has sent 
a wave of shock across our coun¬ 
try. Pro-family groups have spo¬ 
ken out strongly against the 
ruling, and the BC Attorney 
General appealed the decision 
immediately. It's not a done deal! 
Thank God! 

Such a decision should send 
a shockwave that spurs all of us 
on to "go to the wall" for the 
well-being of our children. I 
keep asking myself HOW could 
anyone even suggest that such 
behaviour is a "right.” My ques¬ 
tion is "Did anyone ask the 
children?" 

In a very read way, this situ¬ 
ation strikes at the very con¬ 
science of what we stand for as 
a society, and, even more alarm¬ 
ingly, who we are becoming. 

We Canadians have some¬ 
what of a reputation for being 
passive and quiet on social is¬ 
sues. I confess that I have held 


my opinions and views on other 
topics to myself, unwilling to 
enter the public arena of de¬ 
bate. But I cannot keep silent 
on this one. I am a parent. I am 
a pastor of parents and of chil¬ 
dren. I am a Christian con¬ 
vinced that the Bible is God's 
word of truth to mankind for 
our well-being. Such behaviour 
is an abomination in the eyes of 
God! Have we forgotten? Jesus 
loved children. He called them 
to His side, He held them, He 
blessed them. He defended chil¬ 
dren in the public arena by 
saying "... if anyone causes one 
of these little ones who believe 
in me to sin, it would be better 
for him to have a large mill¬ 
stone hung around his neck 
and to be drowned in the depths 
of the sea." (see Matthew 18:1- 
6 ) 

As we turn our thoughts to 
Fathers' Day this weekend, I 
want to suggest to you dads 
that you take a long, deep look 
into the eyes of your children. 
Hold them. Bless them. Kiss 
and hug them. Then try to im¬ 
agine someone "playing their 
games" with them. If that doesn't 
move you to speak out for chil¬ 
dren everywhere, then ask your¬ 
self why in the world you're a 
dad anyway! 

When it comes to our chil¬ 
dren's protection and well-be¬ 
ing, it's not a game. They are 
the sacred entrustment of God 
to a family and to a society. 
Don't be silent on this one, 
friends. Speak up. Speak out.

The OORP holds these clinics at several locations in 
Alberta, including Didsbury, Olds and Airdrie. 

"We decided that we’re a community-minded group and 
that we should be doing something for the community," said 
Kelly Larson, the chairperson of the clinic committee. 

Larson, and other members of the OORP, are calling out 
to Didsburians to come and donate blood. She challenges the 
businesses in Didsbury to see who can donate the most blood. 
Larson says that Olds College won last year. 

She says that it only takes one hour from the time you 
walk in the door to the time you leave. 

Larson asks that anyone planning on donating blood next 
Wednesday should make sure they've had something to eat 
four hours before donating. 

To donate blood you must be between the ages of 17 and 
70, be in general good health and feeling well, weigh 110 
pounds or more, not have an iron deficiency. You also must 
bring a piece of photo identification to donate. 

You cannot donate blood if you have any of the following: 
hepatitis, epilepsy, most cancers, blood diseases, diabetics on 
insulin, blood pressure problems, heart problems or at a high 
risk of AIDS exposure. 

How long should you wait before donating if: you're 
pregnant - six months after birth; you have been in a malaria 
risk country - six months after return; you've had ear/body 
piercing or tattooing - one year; suffering from flu, cold or 
sore throat - when recovered; or have had a dental visit - 72 
hours. 

If you are interested in donating blood, you can call 
Canadian Blood Services to book an appointment at (403) 
541-4453 or 1-877-444-9284. The Didsbury clinic will be an 
appointment clinic, so make sure you call first.

The Wiens family has turned another page in their fellowship 
with the town of Didsbury. 

The couple, Gary and Beth, who currently run the Child 
Evangelism Fellowship in Didsbury, now also run a bookstore 
that ties into two areas of their own personal lives. 

The new store, based out of the front of the CEF building sells 
instruction books based on the teachings of CEF. The store also 
carries a stock of Christian based novels. And, because the couple 
homeschool their children, they have also expanded the focus of 
the store to include many instructional and curriculum books for 
the homeschoolers in the area. 

It neatly ties into one package that fits into the Wiens' lifestyle, 
and they hope, into the lifestyle of many area residents. 

Home Base Books opened last week to fill a niche market. 

"There are quite a number of families involved in homeschooling 
and there has been a need for a more local availability of curricu¬ 
lum," says Beth sitting among some of the thousands of titles that 
line the shelves. She explains that because she homeschools her 
own children in both faith and academics, she found she was often 
having to mail order books to use in her teachings or travel to 
bigger city centres. 

After speaking to some of the 60 families in Mountain View 
County who also homeschool, she found that people were inter¬ 
ested in the possibility of remaining closer to home. 

"They were all very interested in having that access," says Beth. 

And, there are plenty to choose from. Beth says there are at least 
2000 different titles on the shelves now, and they will continue to 
expand until they feel they have filled the need. 

"There is really a wide variety," says Beth. There are children's 
books, adult fiction, self-help, humor, journals, and of course 
curriculum books. 

The fledgling store is dealing with about 30 different publishers 
to bring the widest selection possible to its customers. Beth says 
this was actually the most challenging part of starting the 
business. Many of the publishers who are involved in the printing 
of these types of books are harder to find, but she feels confident 
it has been a success. 

Home Base Books take their role very seriously. In addition to 
all of the hard and soft covers that welcome you into the store, 
there are audio tapes, video tapes, and there will eventually be a 
video lending library available at a nominal membership fee. 

The couple is also beginning the creation of a science lab in the 
huge old Zion Church which is their home, their business, and 
their bookstore. As part a of a membership, homeschooled children 
will be invited to use all of the materials, which are often too costly 
to purchase individually, and learn about science. 

'We've go the space in this building, so we'd like to use it," says 
Beth. 

Besides the homeschooling curriculum materials, there are 
many other aspects to Home Base Books. 

"We wanted to fill some of those ministry needs too,” says Beth. 

Gary adds that the bookstore is open to anyone at all who would 
find their stocked shelves and materials helpful, homeschooler or 

H not. 

"Even people who 
might want to sup¬ 
plement things that 
are happeningin their 
own children’s edu¬ 
cation," says Gaiy. 

The store is cur¬ 
rently open to the 
public, and a grand 
opening ceremony is 
planned for the mid¬ 
dle of July.

ACC chairman optimistic 


The Montana-Alberta Agri¬ 
culture Opportunities Confer¬ 
ence was a useful venture, says 
Jim Turner, chairman of the 
Alberta Cattle Commission 
(ACC). The two-day conference 
attracted about 200 delegates. 

Turner is optimistic the way 
has been cleared to a better 
understanding of the cattle in¬ 
dustry on both sides of the bor¬ 
der. 

"Both sides encouraged some 
sort of branded beef program. 
Rather than country-of-origin 
labelling, we felt brand recogni¬ 
tion such as barley fed beef would 


be very positive," says Turner. 

There has been the percep¬ 
tion that US producers misun¬ 
derstand a lot of Canadian agri¬ 
culture practices. Turner says a 
recommendation that came out 
of some committee sessions dur¬ 
ing the conference was to con¬ 
sider the establishment of a bi¬ 
national office, a website, or set 
up a cross-border clearing or¬ 
ganization to address miscon¬ 
ceptions and to promote busi¬ 
ness opportunities. 

He believes Montana cattle 
producers see opportunities in

"I think the concept of the 
Montana-Alberta conference 
could expand to include all 
Northwestern states and all 
prairie provinces," adds 
Turner. He feels the confer¬ 
ence was a great start in de¬ 
veloping a closer liaison with 
Montana producers.

The $ 1,000 scholarships are provided to help cover costs of the second or subsequent year of a post¬ 
secondary or graduate education program. In order to be eligible for an Agribition scholarship, a 
student must be enrolled in a program with a minimum two years duration at a recognized 
institution. Applicants must have participated in Canadian Western Agribition as an exhibitor. 
Eligible exhibitor activity includes all livestock classes, 4-H classes, grain and forage classes and 
active trade exhibit participation. 

The scholarship fund receives contributions annually from private donations as well as from the 
sale of Junior Market Steer Champions, Junior Hog Carcass Champions, and the sale of Grain and 
Forage Show Champions.

Local cowboys 
jumping up in 
world standings

With every successful jump 
of the horse, two area cowboys 
are jumping forward in the 
Crown Royal Professional Ro¬ 
deo Cowboys Association world 
standings. 

In the past weeks, Olds bare- 
back rider Bill Boyd and Water 
Valley saddle bronc rider Glen 
O'Neill have been strolling to 
the pay window of several 
PRCA sponsored rodeos in the 
United States. 

O'Neill, who has qualified for 
the $4.2 Million National Finals 
Rodeo the last four years, fin¬ 
ished fourth in the 1998 world 
standings and has been a main¬ 
stay on the North American 
rodeo circuit since arriving from 
Australia in 1994. The 1995 
PRCA rookie of the year and a 
former $50,000 saddle bronc 
winner at the 1995 Calgary 
Stampede has silently crept 
back into the top 10,sitting in 
the eighth spot with $24,994 in 
earnings. 


The landed immigrant rode 
in his first Canadian Finals 
Rodeo last year and placed sec¬ 
ond overall. 

Meanwhile, Boyd has moved 
from 18th place to 14th in the 
bareback competition, pocket¬ 
ing $14,403 in earnings. 

A 16-year veteran of the ro¬ 
deo infield, Boyd has won the 
Canadian Professional Rodeo 
Association bareback title twice 
and rode at the National Finals 
Rodeo four consecutive years, 
his last appearance in 1994.
